Charges  of  a  Freemason,  &c. 


I.— Concerning  God  and  Religion 

A  Mason  is  obliged  by  his  tenure  to  obey  the 
moral  law,  and  if  he  rightly  understand  the  art 
he  wil  never  be  a  stupid  atheist,  nor  an  irreli- 
gious libertine.  He,  of  all  men,  should  best 
understand  that  God  seeth  not  as  man  seeth- 
for  man  looketh  at  the  outward  appearance,  but 
Ood  looketh  to  the  heart.  A  Mason  is,  therefore 
particularly  bound  never  to  act  against  the  dic- 
cates  of  his  conscience.  Let  a  man's  religion,  or 
mode  of  worship,  be  what  it  mav,  he  is  not  ex- 

u  A  J-'^^  *^^  °'"^*''"'  provided  he  believe  in 
the  Architect  of  heaven  and  earth,  and  practice 
the  sacred  duties  of  morality.  Masons  unite 
with  the  virtuous  of  every  persuasion,  in  the  firm 
and  pleasing  bond  of  fraternal  love;  they  are 
taught  to  view  the  errors  of  mankind  with  com- 
passion, and  to  strive  by  the  purity  of  their  own 
conduct  to  demonstrate  the  superior  excellence 
of  the  faith  they  may  profess.  Thus  Masonry 
IS  the  center  of  union  between  good  men  and 
true,  and  the  happy  means  of  conciliating  friend- 
ship amongst  those  who  must  otherwise  have  re- 
mained at  a  perpetual  distance.

No  brother  can  be  a  warden  unless  he  has 
passed  the  part  of  a  fellow-craft,  nor  a  master 
until  he  has  acted  as  warden,  nor  a  grand  war- 
den until  he  has  been  master  of  a  lodge,  nor  a 
grand  master  until  he  has  been  a  fellow-craft 
before  his  election,  who  is  also  to  be  nobly 
born  or  a  gentleman  of  the  best  fashion,  or  some 
eminent  scholar  or  some  curious  architect  or 
other  artist,  descended  of  honest  parents,  and 
who  IS  of  singularly  great  merit  in  the  opinion 
of  the  lodges. 

These  rulers  and  governors,  supreme  and  sub- 
ordinate, of  the  ancient  lodge,  are  to  be  obeyed 
in  their  respective  stations  bv  all  the  brethfen, 
according  to  the  old  charges  and  regulations, 
with  all  humility,  reverence,  love  and  alacrity.

v.— Of  the  Management  of  the  Craft  in 
Working 

All  Masons  should  work  honestly  on  working 
days,  that  they  may  live  creditablv  on  holy  days  • 
and  the  time  appointed  bv  the  law  of  the  land' 
or  confirmed  by  custom,  shall  be  observed. 

The  most  expert  of  the  fellow-craftsmen  -^hall 
be  chosen  or  appointed  the  master,  or  overseer 
of  the  lord  s  work,  who  is  to  be  called  master  bv 
those  that  work  under  him.  The  craftsmen  are 
to  avoid  all  ill  language,  and  call  each  other  bv

No  laborer  shall  be  employed  in  the  proper 
work  of  masonry;  nor  shall  freemasons  work 
with  those  who  are  not  free,  without  an  urgent 
necessity,  nor  shall  they  teach  laborers  or  un- 
accepted masons  as  they  should  teach  a  brother 
or  a  fellow.

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'       VI. — Of  Behaviour,  viz.: 

1.— In  the  Lodge  While  Constituted 

You  are  not  to  hold  private  committees  or 
separate  convcrsa:  ons  without  leave  from  the 
Master,  nor  to  talk  of  anything  impertinently  or 
unseemly,  nor  interrupt  the  Master  or  Wardens  or 
any  brother  speaking  to  the  Master;  nor  behave 
yourself  ludicrously  or  jestingly  while  the  Lodge 
is  engaged  in  what  is  serious  and  solemn;  nor 
use  any  unbecoming  language  upon  any  pretence 
whatsoever;  but  to  pay  due  reverence  to  your 
Master,  Wardens  and  fellows  and  put  them  to 
worship. 

If  any  complaint  be  brought,  the  brother  found 
guilty  shall  stand  to  the  award  and  determination 
of  the  Lodge  who  are  the  proper  and  competent 
judges  of  all  such  controversies  (unless  you  carry 
them  by  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge),  to  v/hom 
they  ought  to  be  referred,  unless  a  lord's  work  be 
hindered  the  meanwhile,  in  which  case  a  particu- 
lar reference  may  be  made;  but  j'ou  must  never 
go  to  law  about  what  concerneth  masonry,  with- 
out an  absolute  necessity  apparent  to  the  Lodge. 
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2.— Behaviour  After  the  Lodge  is  Over  and  the 
Brethren  Not  Gone

3.— Behaviour  when  Brethren  Meet  Without 
Strangers,  but  not  in  a  Lodge  Formed 

You  are  to  salute  one  another  in  a  courteous 
manner  as  you  will  be  instructed,  ccMing  each 

^!  S"  uT^l^'  ^[^^'^'  S'vjng  mutual  instructions 
as  shall  be  thought  expedient,  without  being  over- 
seen or  overheard,  and  without  encroaching  on 
each  other,  or  derogating  from  that  respect  which 
i^  1*°,,^?^'  brother,  were  he  not  a  Mason;  for 
though  all  Masons  are  as  brethren  upon  the  same 
level,  yet  Masonry  takes  no  honor  from  a  man 
that  he  had  before;  nay.  rather  it  adds  to  his 
honor,  especially  if  he  has  deserved  well  of  the 
brotherhood,  who  must  give  honor  to  whom  it  is 
aue  and  avoid  ill-manners. 
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4. — Behaviour  in  Presence  of  Strangers 
Not  Masons 

You  should  be  cautious  in  your  words  and  car- 
riage, that  the  most  penetrating  stranger  should 
not  be  able  to  discover  or  find  out  what  is  not 
proper  to  be  intimated;  and  sometimes  you  may 
divert  a  discourse  and  manage  it  prudently  for 
the  honor  of  the  Worshipful  Fraternity.

5. — Behaviour  at  Home  and  in  Your  Neigh- 
\  borhood 

You  are  to  act  as  becomes  a  morul  and  wise 
man,  particularly  not  to  let  your  family,  friends 
and  neighbors  know  the  concerns  of  the  Lodge, 
etc.;  but  wisely  to  consult  your  own  honor,  and 
that  of  your  ancient  brotherhood,  for  reasons  not 
to  ^  i  mentioned  here.  You  must  also  consult 
your  health,  by  not  continuing  together  too  late 
nr  too  long  from  home  after  Lodge  hours  are 
passed;  and  by  avoiding  of  gluttony  or  drunken- 
ness, that  your  family  be  not  neglected  or  injured, 
nor  j'ou  disabled  from  working.

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6. — Behaviour  Towards  a  Strange  Brother 

You  are  cautioned  to  examine  him  in  such  a 
manner  as  prudence  shall  direct  you,  that  you  may 
not  be  imposed  upon  by  an  ignorant,  false  pre- 
tender, whom  you  are  to  reject  with  contempt 
and  derision,  and  beware  of  giving  him  any  hints 
of  knowledge.

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CONSTITUTION 

of  the 

Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta 

Ancient,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons 


_  We,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta,  Ancient, 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  in  order  to  form 
perfect  fraternal  union,  to  establish  order,  to 
insure  tranquility,  to  provide  for  and  promote 
the  general  welfare  of  the  Craft,  and  to  secure 
to  the  Fraternity  in  the  Province  of  Alberta 
all  ine  blessmgs  of  Masonic  privileges,  do  order 
and  establish  this  Constitution, 

Style  and  Title  of  Grand  Lodge 

1.  The  style  and  title  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
shall  be,  "The  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta, 
Ancient,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,"  herein- 
after referred  to  as  Grand  Lodge. 

Seal  of  Grand  Lodge 

2.  The  follow^ing  is  hereby  adopted  as  the 
seal  of  this  Grand  Lodge: 
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Work  Authorized  by  Grand  Lodge 

3.  This  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  and  author- 
izes either  of  the  methods  of  conducting  the 
work  usually  styled  the  "Canadian"  work  or 
the  "Ancient  York"  work. 

Composition  of  Grand  Lodge 

4.  Grand  Lodge  shall  consist  of  its  Grand 
O.lficers,  its  Past  Grand  Officers,  the  Past 
Masters  (duly  returned)  and  the  Masters  and 
Wardens  (diUy  returned)  of  all  Lodges  on  the 
Grand  Lodge  Register. 

5  The  representatives  of  five  Lodges  at  the 
Annual  Coniinunication  or  at  Special  Com- 
munications convened  on  due  notice  to  all  the 
Lodges,  shall  be  indispensably  necessary  to 
open  the  Grand  Lodge  or  transact  business 
therein,  except  on  occasions  of  ceremony, 
when  the  Grand  Master  or  his  representative, 
with  a  sufficient  number  of  Brethren,  may  open 
the  Gi-and  Lodge  and  transact  the  business  for 
which  it  is  called. 

6.  A  Lodge  may,  by  its  vote  properly  certi- 
fied by  the  Master  and  Secretary  under  seal, 
delegate  any  Past  Master  (duly  returned)  of 
a  Lodge  to  represent  it  at  any  meeting  of 
Grand  Lodge  in  the  absence  of  the  Master 
and  Wardens.  No  proxy  shall  be  valid  unless 
it  is  passed  in  open  Lodge,  and  the  name  of 
the  brother  so  delegated  shall  have  been  writ- 
ten in  the  proxy  previous  to  its  being  signed 
by  the  Master  and  Secretary  of  the  Lodge. 
The  name  of  the  delegate  shall  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary  at  least  seven 
days     before    the     annual     communication     of 
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Grand  Lodge      No  brother  can  represent  more 
than  one  Lodge. 

7.  Brethren  of  eminence  and  ability  in  this 
or  any  other  jurisdiction,  who  have  rendc-od 
service  m  the  Grand  Lodge  may  be  consti- 
tuted members  thereof  with  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  membership  with  such  rank  and 
clistinction  as  may  be  thought  proper,  but  not 
above  that  of  Past  Junior  Grand  Warden. 

8.  Notice  of  the  motion  to  confer  such  rank- 
must  be  sent  in  writing  by  the  mover  to  the 
<jrand  Secretary,  not  later  than  sixtv  days 
preceding  the  annual  communication  a'nd  the 
vote  in  favor  of  the  motion  must  be  sustained 
by  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Officers  and  Members  of  Grand  Lodge 

9.  The  Grand  Officers,  Past  Grand  Officers 
and  members  of  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  entitled 
to  precedence,  rank  and  title  as  follows:

He  shall  keep  an  account  in  a 
book,  specifying  the  respective  uses  for  which 
the  several  sums  are  intended;  and  shall  dis-

The  ac- 
count in  said  bank  shall  be  kept  in  the  name 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta,  Ancient,  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons,  and  no  payments  shall 
be  made  except  on  warrants  drawn  by  the 
Grand  Secretary,  and  countersigned  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  or  by 
the  Acting  Chairman  of  said  Committee. 

58.  All  cheques  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Grand  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  or  by 
the  Acting  Chairman  of  said  Committee. 

59.  The  Grand  Treasurer  and  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Finance  shall  each  execute 
and  file  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Master  with- 
in fifteen  days  after  his  installation  or  appoint- 
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nient  an  official  bond,  by  guarantee  policy  in 
the  sum  of  One  thousand  dollars,  conditioned 
that  he  will  faithfully  discharge  his  duties  as 
prescribed  in  this  Constitution.  The  premium 
on  each  bond  shall  be  paid  by  Grand  Lodge. 

Grand   Secretary 

60.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  record  all 
the  transactions  of  Grand  Lodge  which  it  is 
proper  to  have  written,  and  superintend  the 
publication  thereof  immediately  after  the  close 
ot  each  communication  under  such  instructions 
as  may^be  given  by  Grand  Lodge. 

61.  He  shall  receive,  duly  file  and  safely 
keep  all  papers  and  documents  addressed  or 
belonging  to  Grand  Lodge,  and  present  such 
as  may  require  its  actior^  at  each  communica- 
tion thereof. 

62.  He  shall  collect  all  moneys  due  to 
Urand  Lodge,  keep  a  correct  account  thereof 
in  proper  books,  and  pay  the  same  at  least 
monthly  into  the  bank  account  of  Grand 
Lodge  taking  duplicate  receipts  therefor,  one 
of  which  he  shall  forthwith  transmit  to  the 
Grand    treasurer.

Grand  Tyler 

85.  The  Grand  Tyler  shall,  if  possible,  at- 
tend at  all  the  communications  of  Grand 
Lodge,  assist  in  the  arrangements,  and  see  that 
none  be  adimtted  except  those  properly  en- 
titled.
